Christmas market leader hires 
husband for $40K in Carmel

CARMEL - As larger-than-expected 
crowds flocked to the city’s Christmas 
market last month, the Christkindlmarkt 
director hired her husband for $40,000 
to help run the event. 

The board of Carmel Christkindl- 
markt, Inc., the nonprofit that runs the 
German-themed market, voted unani- 
mously Dec. 5 to increase Maria 
Murphy’s annual contract to $160,000 so 
she could hire Brian Murphy. 

Mayor Jim Brainard and board chair- 
man Dan McFeely said they knew Mur- 
phy intended to hire her husband and 
they had no issue with it. While it was 
the board’s decision, Brainard said he 
was consulted as a courtesy.
